THIS AGREEMENT is entered into 2 1999, pursuant to
Arizona Revised Statutes, Sections 11-851 through 11-854, as amended, between the STATE OF
ARIZONA, acting by and through its DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION (the "State") and the CITY
OF SURPRISE, acting by and through its MAYOR and CITY COUNCIL (the "City").

l.. RECITALS

1 The State is empowered by Arizona Revised Statutes Section 28-401 to enter into this agreement
and has by resolution, a copy of which is attached hereto and made a part hereof, resolved to enter into
this agreement and has delegated to the undersigned the authority to execute this agreement on behalf of
the State

2. The City is empowered by Arizona Revised Statutes Section 48-572 to enter into this agreement
and has by resolution, a copy of which is aitached hereto and made a part hereof, resolved to enter info
this agreement and has authorized the undersigned to execute this agreement on behalf of the City.

3 The City desires a new warranted traffic signal at US 60 East and West bound, intersecting
Litchfield Road, at an estimated cost of $150,000.00, for the safety and benefit of the motoring public,
hereinafter referred to as the Project The purpose of this agreement is to define each parties
responsibilities for the funding, design, construction, operation and maintenance.

THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual agreements expressed herein, it is agreed as follows:
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ll._SCOPE OF WORK

1. The City will.

a Provide to City standards design plans, specifications and such other documents and
services required for construction bidding and construction of the signal Project Incorporate State review
comments

b. Call for bids and award one or more construction contracts for the signal Project. Administer
same and make all payments to the contractor(s). Confer with the State on any Project related contract
modifications

¢c. Be responsible for all costs associated with the design and construction of the Project, at an
estimated cost of $150,000 00, including revised signing and striping and provide disabled ramps at the
intersection to comply with the American Disabllity Acts (ADA).

d.  Upon completion of the Project provide electrical energy to operate the signal, and provide
maintenance to the signal.

2. The State will:
a Review the Project design documents and provide comments
b Issue the City a permit for the Project construction
¢. Upon completion, approve and accept the signal Project on behalf of the parties hereto
. MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS
1 This agreement shall remain in force and effect until completion of said Project; provided,
however, that this agreement, except any provisions herein for maintenance and electrical energy, which
shall be perpetual, may be cancelled at any time prior to the award of a construction contract, upon thirty
(30) days written notice to the other party.
2 This agreement shall become effective upon filing with the Secretary of State
3. This agreement may be cancelled in accordance with Arizona Revised Statutes Section 38-511
4 The provisions of Arizona Revised Statutes Section 35-214 are applicable to this contract
5 In the event of any controversy which may arise out of this agreement, the parties hereto agree to
abide by required arbitration as is set forth for public works contracts in Arizona Revised Statutes Section

12-1518
